Wasuincton, D. C., June 13, 1917.—Vice-President Marshall 
laid the Trade Commission’s news print report before the Senate 
at the opening of the session today and it was referred to the 
Senate Committee on Printing. 

Senator Fletcher, chairman of the Joint Committee, said to 
your correspondent in connection with the report: 

“I confess that I hope the government will not have to take 
over the news print mills. I do not care to take this step because 
I am afraid of the moral effect on the business men and manu- 
facturers of the country. I do not think that this legislation will 
be passed unless something very unforeseen should turn up 


Report on News Print Paper 

[SPECIAL TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, ] 
Wasuincton, D. C.. June 13, 1917.—The Federal Trade Com- 
mission in submitting its completed report to the news print in- 
vestigation to Congress this afternoon asks, “that all mills 
producing and all agencies distributing print paper and mechanical 
pulp in the United States be operated on Government account.” 
The report of the commission in full is as follows: 

“The Federal Trade Commission has been engaged upon an 
investigation of the news print paper industry pursuant to Senate 
resolution 177, 64th Congress (Senator Owen), adopted April 24, 
1916, and there is submitted herewith its complete report. A pre- 
liminary report was submitted on March 3, 1917, which contained 
a summary of the commission’s activities and findings in connec- 
tion with the investigation and which recited the efforts of the 
commission through processes of accommodation and arbitration 
to restore competitive conditions in the industry and to insure a 
fair price to consumers of news print paper while the processes 
of restoration were going forward. This preliminary report with 
some revisions has been incorporated in the complete report and 
will be found in chapter VIII, which contains the conclusions and 
recommendations of the commission. 

The consumption of news print paper in the United States in 
1916 amounted to about 1,775,000 net tons, valued at more than 
$70,000,000. At the prices now prevailing this tonnage will cost 
news print consumers in 1917 more than $105,000,000, an increase 
of $35,000,000, or 50 per cent. Most of this increase will fall 
upon newspaper publishers. If the average in cost of manufac- 
ture in 1917 over 1916 is estimated at $10 per ton, which is liberal, 
one-half of the $35,000,000 increase in paper cost represents addi- 
tional profits to the manufacturers. 

The efforts of the commission to restore competitive conditions 
in the news print industry expeditiously and to arbitrate and ef- 
fectively project a fair price for news print paper have failed. 
Since the arbitration agreement referred to in the preliminary 
report was entered into with some of the manufacturers of news 
print paper and since the award of the commission fixing a fair 
price for news print paper was announced a Federal Grand Jury 
for the Southern District of New York partially upon evidence 
furnished by the commission has found indictments against four 
of the signatories to such arbitration agreement for violations of 
the Sherman anti-trust law and the said indictments are now pend- 
ing for trial. From the time the arbitration agreement was 
signed and the award made, and prior thereto, the commission 
has bent every effort to bring about some practical relief to this 


situation. The plan failed for several reasons, the principal rea- 
son being that the arrangement was voluntary and the commis- 
sion had no power or warrant under the law to make it effective 
The manufacturers signatory to the agreement, subsequent to the 
finding of the indictment in this matter notified the commission 
that they would not proceed under such arbitration agreement 
The result has been that news print paper has been billed and 
sold at the same exorbitant price that obtained in many instances 
theretofore. 

The news print paper situation is very serious, not only to the 
consumers of paper, but to the public generally and to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, which is itself a large consumer of 
paper. The commission has reason to believe that this situatic 
will be still more aggravated and serious in the ensuing months 
In normal times competitive conditions would have been gradually 
restored through the processes of law, but it would have required 
some time to translate the effect into the prices of paper. The 
demand for news print paper is constantly increasing and gives 
promise of still greater increase with the continuance of the war 
The supply of news print paper available to meet this demand is 
dependent upon mills already in existence. This supply will prob- 
able not exceed the quantity produced last year and may be less 
owing to disturbances that may result from the war. Under nor- 
mal conditions it takes from twelve months to two years to bring 
a new paper mill into operation. Under present conditions it would 
take much longer. It seems probable, therefore, that with the 
demand for news print paper increasing and the supply remaining 
constant or possibly diminishing there will be a repetition of the 
panic market of last year and the exaction of prices that are 
entirely out of measure with the cost of production. The conse- 
quences to thousands of smaller newspapers and to many of the 
larger ones, and through them to the reading public, will be most 
serious. By reason of this condition and because of the vital 
interest to the public of an efficient dissemination of news in this 
crisis, the commission recommends as a war emergency that 
Congress by appropriate legislation provide: 

(1) That all mills producing and all agencies distributing print 
paper and mechanical and chemical pulp in the United States be 
operated on Government agency and equitably distributed at a 
price based upon cost of production and distribution, plus a fair 
profit per ton. 

(2) That pursuant thereto some federal agency be empowered 
and directed to assume the supervision and control thereof dur- 
ing the pendency of the war. 

(3) That, by reason of the fact that approximately 75 per cent 
of the production of newsprint paper in Canada comes into the 
United States, proper action be taken to secure the co-operation 
of the Canadian Government in the creation of a similar govern- 
mental agency for the same function, which shall be clothed with 
power and authority to act jointly with the governmental agency 
of the United States for the protection of the consumers and 


manufacturers of print paper and the public of the United States 
and Canada. 

(4) That in case the Canadian government shall not join in 
such a co-operative enterprise, then importation of paper and 
mechanical and chemical pulp into the United States shall be made 
only on government account to or through the Federal agency 


charged with such supervision and distribution. 
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In this connection the commission desires to point out that such 
a plan contemplates the operation of mills under their present 
management and the use of the present distributing agencies, but 
that such use and operation shall be for the public good, directed 
by a disinterested public agency to secure equitable distribution 
and a price that is based upon a fair cost of production and a 
fair profit per ton to be determined without regard to the panic 
market created by unusual and abnormal conditions. This plan 
has the virtue of being analogous to those plans which have been 
tried and successfully operated in Great Britain. It will also in- 
sure the maximum production and greatest facility in transpor- 
tation and distribution and will adapt itself readily to a return 
to normal competitive conditions upon the conclusion of the war.

Suggest Duty Be Left on Wood Pulp 

In connection with the proposed duties on pulp, news print 
paper, etc., as suggested by the House Committee on Ways and 
Means in the Revenue Bill and afterward amended, Arthur 
Hastings, president of the American Writing Paper Company has 
sent the following communication to the Senate Committee on 
Finance: 

“In view of the proposed legislation on the tariff as affecting 
the paper industry, while I realize that the paper manufacturer 
has very little influence as against any argument of the newspaper 
publishers, I beg to call your attention to the fact that it would 
be much better for all concerned if a duty is left on wood pulps 
of the different grades, making it, however, specific, rather, than 
ad valorem. In the long run this would mean a larger income 
for the Government, less evasion on the part of the importers and 
would set a certain cost upon the importer which could be easily 
figured, while the ad valorem duty would be changing constantly 
and making it rather difficult for manufacturers to know just what 
their raw material is going to cost. 


“T would suggest, if it meets with your honorable committee’s 
views, that the specific duties on mechanical pulp be 1/12 cent 
per pound, on unbleached chemical pulp 1/6 cent per pound and 
on bleached chemical pulp 1/4 cent per pound. If, however, in 
the wisdom of your committee the duty should be eliminated on 
paper, then certainly the duty should be eliminated on its raw

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PULP WOOD FAMINE FEARED 
BY PAPER MAKERS IN CANADA 


TRADE 


Many Representatives of American Mills Seeking Supplies Ar- 
rive Daily in Montreal—lIndications Are That All Avail- 
able Supplies Will Be Exhausted in About Two Months— 


Demand for Ground Wood Increases—Ticonderoga Pulp 
& Paper Co. Declares Dividend of 10 Per Cent.—Pulp 
Wood Bark Is Successfully Used as a Fuel—Ha! Ha! 
Bay Sulphite Co. to Be in Operation in Fall. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT, ] 


MontTREAL, Que., June 11, 1917.—That alarm is beginning to be 
felt over what promises to be a famine in pulpwood is quite evi- 
dent from the fact that every day sees the arrival in Montreal of 
representatives of American mills who are seeking pulp wood sup- 
plies. The indications are that another two months will about 
exhaust all saleable supplies—that is supplies not already secured 
by paper companies—and that mills which rely on purchases will 
be hard put to it to keep going, even if they do not have to close 
down altogether. 

Naturally in these circumstances the tendency is to higher prices 
all the time. Another factor in the advancing prices is the shortage 
of labor. Drivers on the river are now being paid $60 to $65 a 
month, while the cost of other help has risen proportionately. 
Pulp wood is fetching $12 to $13 a cord, rough wood, f. o. b. cars 
at shipping points, taking a 12- to 14-cent rate, and even higher 
prices have beert paid for prompt shipments. 

Pulp wood costs from $6.50 to $7 per cord on the banks of the 
rivers, the farmers being paid $5.00 to $5.90 for the wood. 

There is quite a noticeable increase in the demand for ground 
wood. There is a good supply of cars, and heavy shipments are 
going out every day from the mills. 


Canadian Foresters in France 
A news dispatch from the Canadian headquarters in France 
states that a Canadian Forestry Battalion is hard at work behind 
the firing line. A mill has been established, and is running night 
and day to supply the demand for lumber in the trenches and be- 
hind the lines. The average output is 1,000 feet an hour, and this 
output is to be considerably increased. “The 
trees with which this particular mill has been dealing has been 
‘strafed’ by the Germans intermittently for months past, which

Ohio Straw Report Encouraging 


Straw paper manufacturers followed the report filed by the Ohio 
Department of Agriculture the past week with more interest than 
the Government report, though the generally increased acreage 
and good prospects of a larger yield were encouraging. The Ohio 
report revealed that since the opening of spring, each month’s esti- 
mate showed an upward move of a few points. April 1 condition 
was 80 per cent. as compared with an average: May 1, 83 per cent., 
while the present report shows a condition of 88 per cent. The 
northeast section has an increase of 12 points, the northwest six 
points and southwest four points, while the southeast shows a 
decline of three points. All this is encouraging when compared 
with the dismal prospect of one year ago, which was 68 per cent. 
In a general way, the plant is strong and healthy. No material 
damage has been reported during the past month, although some 
of the fields on the lowlands have been flooded by. heavy rains. 
The area plowed up this spring is reported as 8,202 acres, leaving 
1,570,643 acres for the harvest in Ohio. 


Richardson Paper Co. Improvements 


The Richardson Paper Company at Lockland has secured plans 
from a Cincinnati architect for the construction of a coal bunker, 
with a capacity of 1,160 tons. This is an improvement which has 
been greatly needed by the company. Inasmuch as considerable 
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conveying machinery will be included in the improvement a con- 
siderable expenditure is planned. 


Buy Liberty Bonds Liberally 


One of the local firms reporting that every employee would buy 
a bond was the George H. Mead Paper Company. The Kinnard 
Manufacturing Company, manufacturer of cartons, paper signs 
and boxes and buckets; the Seybold Machine Company, manufac- 
turer of paper cutters; the Mercantile Corporation, known as the 
“Government Envelope Works,” and scores of other Miami Valley 
paper concerns are buying bonds liberally, while the officers are 
making individual subscriptions. One of the large subscribers 
was Mrs. S. Jennie Sorg, widow of the late Paul J. Sorg, paper 
manufacturer, whose interests include the Sorg Paper Company 
at Middletown. Mrs. Sorg purchased at the Merchants’ National 
3ank in Middletown $100,000 in bonds the latter part of last week 
making the second $100,000 block taken since the Liberty Bond 
sale started. 


W. B. Oglesby Paper Co. Incorporated 

The W. B. Oglesby Paper Company of Middletown was incor 
porated in Ohio Saturday by John Omwake, James D. McCracken, 
Arthur R. Morgan, B. C. Outcalt and Miller Outcalt, with an 
authorized capital of $7,500. The company is being transferred 
from a New Jersey corporation to an Ohio corporation. It has 
long been established as one of the leading industries of the valley, 
the mills being located at Middletown. Several of the incorpora 
tors are also interested in the United States Playing Card Com- 
pany and kindred organizations. 


Rainy River Pulp & Paper Co. Start 
Vancouver, B. C., June 6, 1917.—The Rainy River Pulp and 
Paper Company, whose mill is at Port Mellon, Howe Sound, has 
commenced the production of kraft pulp. E. L. Mohn, vice-presi- 
dent and treasurer, who is also filling the position of managing 
director of the company, reports that the opening day’s running 
of the first of the four units to be installed has surpassed all 
expectations in regard to smoothness of its operation and quality 
of kraft pulp produced. 

This company is the first of its kind on the Pacific Coast, and 
marks the commencement of new, and what promises to be an 
extensive, industry for this section of the dominion, which has 
hitherto been confined to the Eastern provinces of Canada. 

The plant has been changed from a soda paper mill to a kraft 
pulp and paper plant, and that accomplished in record time. The 
plant was purchased by the Rainy River Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany from the previous owners February 1, 1917. In less than 
four months the company has effected an efficient and capable or- 
ganization headed by James Beveridge, who is in full charge of 
the plant. 

The plant is thoroughly organized and equipped for the produc- 
tion of kraft pulp as well as the finished paper. Under the Pulp 
Act of the British Columbia Government the company is assured, 
at a very nominal tax, ample supply of pulp wood for thirty years’ 
operation. Mr. Mohn states that plans for the second unit have 
been made, and that work will start immediately upon its in- 
stallation, which will double the present capacity. 

The company’s officers include Robert Sweeney, of New York 
City, who,is the president and original organizer of the company, 
and J. C. McCrary, secretary of the company. Mr. McCrary is 
also general sales manager.

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MARKET FOR WOOD PULP 
IN CANADA SEEMS EASIER 


This Is Explained by the Fact That the Demand from the 
United States Is Said to Have Declined Considerably— 
Dropping Off Also in Demand from Canadian Trade, 
Owing to Extreme High Prices and Fear of Being Caught 
with High-Priced Goods—Paper Sales, Limited, Is Or- 
ganized to Handle Output of Several Mills in Toronto and 
Vicinity—Building New Envelope Factory. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ont., June 11, 1917.—For the time being at least the 
pulp market seems to have taken a definite drop, and there is every 
likelihood that this condition will last for some little time. This 
is explained by the fact that the demand for Canadian pulp by the 
United States 
which rose a few weeks ago to $47.50 is back again to $45 and 
Easy bleaching 


mills has declined considerably. Ground wood 
not very firm at that, as the range is back to $40. 
sulphite is down about $5 to 95-100, and news sulphite to $80-$85. 
Bleached sulphite is down as low as $130 although it reached $160 
at one time. 

The Canadian men are of the opinion that the situation in the 
United States that has brought about a lack of demand that kept 
the pulp up to high figures for a year and more is more or less 
a repetition of that which developed in Canada immediately after 
the outbreak of the war. The reports that have been made to the 
Canadian pulp men are to the effect that the United States mills 
are afraid of the war taxation and will curtail their output until 
this situation becomes more clearly defined. It would seem that a 
number of orders have been cancelled through fear of a period of 
poor business. This was the condition in Canada for months 
after it was decided to enter the war. Cancellations of orders 
occurred on every side and the lapse in trade swept down to the 
ordinary “consumer.” Then came the effort to stem the tide, for 
the most part a sentimental one, and the slogan of “Business as 
Usual” undoubtedly had a strong effect in making the public see 
the folly of giving in to nameless fears. The publication of the 
increasing bank balances, the opening of munition factories, and 
the rapid rise in the number of employes engaged in war industries 
besides munitions gradually swung the pendulum the other way 
until by the Fall of 1915 there was an almost complete recovery, 
and in 1916 the pendulum swept the other way and since then the 
mills have been unable to meet the demand. It is not expected 
here that the situation in the United States will approach that of 
Canada in the early stages of the war for various reasons, but it 
is felt that the sentimental feelings will operate for a time until 
common sense and a determined effort on the part of all classes 
of the business world to offset the idle fear$ of the pubtic become 
effective. 

On the’part of the Canadian trade at present there is a dropping 
off in orders owing to the extreme prices and the fear of being 
caught with high priced goods on hand. The opinion in the States 
seems to be that the war will last longer than most business men 
here feel.

His is to announce to the members that the 
Bryant company will go with the members dollar for dollar in 
the accumulation of a benefit fund. That is to say when the em- 
ployees have paid $1,000 into the benefit fund, the company will 
pay in a like amount, thus doubling the efficiency of this depart- 
ment.

Relationship 


Payment of Benefits 
Section 1. The membership of the Welfare Association shall 
be divided into two classes as follows: Beneficiary and non-bene- 
ficiary. 

Section 2. The beneficiary class shall consist of those members 
who, in addition to other qualifications and benefits of the associa- 
tion, shall be entitled to sick, accident and death benefits as here- 
inafter provided. 

Section 3. The non-beneficiary member shall be entitled to all 
rights and privileges accorded the beneficiary members, except 
those pertaining to sick, accident and death benefits. He shall 
not be entitled to vote on questions that pertain to the benefits. 

Secton 4. Each beneficiary member shall cause to be paid into 
the treasury the sum of 25 cents bi-weekly until the amount of 
money in the treasury shall amount to $1,000, when he or she 
shall stop paying until the amount on hand is reduced to $800, 
time the collection of shall be resumed. It is 
however, that when a member 
he or she shall pay the 25 cents bi-weekly for three months 

the money on hand. At the 
of this time the new member is entitled to all the rights and

The payment of benefits for 
accidents shall begin immediately after this organization is per- 
fected and the collection of dues started, while payments of bene- 
fits for sickness shall not begin until sixty days later. 

Section 5. Each beneficiary member, upon proper evidence of 
sickness, accident or death, as hereinafter provided, shall be en- 
titled to one dollar a day during the period of disability from 
work, but in no case can more than thirteen weeks’ benefits be 
paid in each half year, except wherein additional benetits be al- 
lowed by the association in case of death, a funeral benefit of 
$100 shall be paid to be used toward defraying funeral expenses 

Section 6. Benefits shall begin one week the day 
proper notification of illness or accident is given the association, 
except in case of accident when indemnity shall start with the first 
day, and except further in case of illness, if the beneficiary has

drawn two weeks’ benefits he is entitled to draw the first week’s 
benefits. No benefits shall be allowed for the first seven days of 
disability. Benefits shall be paid at the end of each two weeks 

Sections 7, 9 and 10 provide that no benefits shall be paid for 
accidents due to vicious, immoral or intemperate causes; that evi- 
dence of fraud shall deny the member the rights of benefits 
that no papers shall be circulated through the mills, asking for 
money for sick or injured employees. 

Michigan Carton Co. Suffers Cyclone Loss 

The Michigan Carton Company, Battle Creek, Mich., suffered a 
loss of over $100,000 from a cyclone that swept over that city 
Wednesday afternoon. A large portion of the roof was carried 
away and several lengths of upright walls crushed in by force of 
the wind. In the press room much valuable machinery was buried 
under a mass of brick and timbers and it will cost 
sands of dollars to rebuilt these presses. 

About 100 men were employed in the press room at the time 
and the first intimation they had of danger was when they saw 
the roof caving in on them. There was a mad rush for safety 
and it is remarkable to note that none were killed or fatally in- 
jured, as many were pinned beneath the wreckage or hit fly- 
ing debris. As it was, Frank Wilson, C. S. Krugh and Ernest 
Elston were more or less badly cut and bruised and will be in 
the hospital for a few days. It is understood the Michigan Car- 
ton Company will immediately begin repairs on its plant. The 
company enjoys a prosperous and growing business.

Thus far the im- 
provement, low ebb was reached last March, has 
been gradual, and manufacturers are decidedly more pleased 
with this condition than if busi- 
ness developed in a day or two. 
The high grade writing paper 
mills are receiving the largest 
percentage of the improved or- 
ders.

Conditions 
are now somewhat reversed, 
and although the present im- 
proved conditions are also in 
evidence at the lower grade 
mills, the high grade mills are 
probably booking the largest 
number of orders. The Holyoke 
mills are now operating to from 
80 to 90 per cent. capacity.

Watertown, N. Y., June 11, 1917.—Clarence E. Kinne, secre- 
tary and mechanical engineer of the Bagley & Sewall Company, of 
this city, has just returned from a six and one-half months’ trip to 
the Orient.

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Just what causes the weakness in the market with declining 
prices is not clear to the trade. It is the impression that some 
of the larger publishers are gradually laying up a reserve supply 
of news print against next fall when it is believed conditions in the 
manufacturing field are destined to become acute. The war situa- 
tion has placed the trade in an uncertain position, and new projects 
are being held in abeyance until the atmosphere clears. 


Brownville Paper Co. to Build 


A very large addition to the plant of the Brownville Paper Com- 
pany will be built this summer. Plans have been completed and 
the orders for materials already signed. It is expected that the 
construction work will be finished in about three months and the 
building ready for occupancy. 

The Brownville Paper Company manufactures specialties, and 
the present plant is not adequate to house all the machinery needed 
and store the stock. The new structure will afford ample storage 
facilities and relieve other parts of the mill for other use. 

A concrete and steel building 83 x 33 feet in dimensions, and of 
three stories will be erected. The steel will be delivered on the 
ground July 1. It will extend from the end of the present mill 
over the flume, and at the same time affording a cover for the 
wheels. It connects with the present beater room. The two upper 
stories will be used for storage purposes.

John Gaunt Haviland 


John Gaunt Haviland, secretary-treasurer of the Peninsular 


TRADE 


Paper Company, Ypsilanti, Mich., died June 5 in St. Louis, 
where he was taken suddenly ill while on a business trip. His 
wife and sister, who had been summoned immediately, were 
with him during the week’s illness preceding his death. 

Mr. Haviland was born in Washington, June 21, 1867, and 
there received his education and entered business. He finally 
engaged in the paper trade, going with the District of Columbia 
Paper Manufacturing Company in 1900, and becoming the com- 
pany’s sales manager. This position he held also with the 
Taylor-Burt Company from 1906 to 1908. 

In September of 1908 Mr. Haviland became sales manager for 
the Peninsular Paper Company, and in January, 1915, was 
elected secretary-treasurer. 

On November 21, 1912, Mr. Haviland married Miss Ellen 
King Wortley, of Ypsilanti, and she with two children, John 
and Susan, survive. 

No successor to Mr. Haviland at the Peninsular has been 
selected, his work having been assumed for the present by 
others in the office force. 

Mr. Haviland’s health has not been robust for years, but his

PHILADELPHIA, June 12, 1917.—The necessity for additional pre- 
caution in the way of fire prevention has been recognized by stock 
dealers in this city since the blaze of a few weeks ago in the 
warehouse of Simmons Brothers, Marshall and Commerce streets. 
Nearly every paper stock dealer here is carrying a larger stock 
than in years, owing primarily to the many railroad embargoes 
which have made it impossible to make shipments. At the time 
of the fire the entire basement of Simmons Brothers warehouse 
was filled with shavings. No shipment had been made of this 
material since May 1. 

More than 150 tons of stock, soaked with water, has 
moved out of the building and the firm is about to start making the 
necessary repairs. It is estimated these will cost about $3,000. 
Damage to an equal amount was done to the stock. The first 
estimate of the loss was only about $2,000. 

Among the Philadelphia paper firms that have subscribed to the 
three year plan for better business under the auspices of the 
United Typothetae and Franklin Clubs of America are the D. L.

The Pulp Wood Situation 

As it was frequently predicted earlier in the year in the Paper 
TRADE JouRNAL would be the case in the summer, the supply of 
pulp wood is so rapidly being depleted as to cause considerablé 
alarm among paper makers both here and in Canada. 

It is stated from what appears to be a reliable source that the 
available supply of wood will be exhausted in about two months. 
This brings the critical stage in the industry to rather an earlier 
date than when those best acquainted with conditions last winter 
predicted it would materialize, and indicates that the situation 
outlined at that time by those willing to venture impressions re- 
garding the future situation probably was not overdrawn. 

Under these circumstances it is said that numerous smaller 
ground wood plants that do not control their own supplies of 
pulp wood will be forced to shut down and those who do control 


resources for obtaining supplies of raw material will find them- 
selves in much less favorable circumstances than they have in 
former years. 

Perhaps the true situation as regards the available supplies of 
pulp wood for the months just ahead can be better appreciated when 
it is mentioned that competent authorities estimate that the sup- 
ply obtained this year in Canada falls short of normal by fully 40 
per cent. This would be a serious decrease under any circum- 
stance, but with the great demand that has been made on the 
news print mills especially, the seriousness of the proposition can 
be hardly overestimated. While conditions in the United States 
have probably not been quite so bad as they have been in Canada, 
they also have been discouraging, making the outlook decidedly 
depressing for securing supplies of pulp wood so far as all the 
usual sources are concerned. 

In spite of the rather quiet condition of the market at present 
and the rather easier prices as far as some varieties of paper are 
concerned the facts mentioned seem to indicate radically different 
conditions in the paper market in the Fall. As is well known the 
cost of labor has been appreciating greatly of late and seems likely 
to continue to do so, freight charges seem likely to be increased 
coal prices give promise of going higher and various materials 
and supplies used by paper makers, it now seems, will almost cef- 
tainly be more expensive a little later on. 

It seems fair to assume that these advances will be reflected in 
the cost of paper, and if the situation in pulp wood is as serious 
as it is reported to be in the report coming to hand, buyers 
of paper will probably be fortunate to have all their demands taken 
care of, even where they are willing to do business on the rising 


market.

Canada’s Wood Pulp Resources

This industry has grown by 
feaps and bounds during. recent years, and further large. develop- 
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ments are to be anticipated, both in the East and the West. This 
will mean a constantly increasing strain upon our forest resources, 
and must result in careful consideration as to whether very large 
areas, in which the heaviest cutting is being done or is to be done, 
are not in danger of depletion. 

The ravages of fire have been very serious in our pulp wood 
forests, and the question arises also as to whether present methods 
of cutting are sufficiently controlled to ensure the reproduction of 
another forest on cut-over lands. The area of pulp wood lands 
in Canada is so great that, if fire can be kept out and the reproduc- 
tion of the forest secured through proper regulation of the cutting 
methods, the annual growth will provide the basis for an enor- 
mous development of the pulp and paper industry for all time to 
come. This means the practice of forestry, of which we have as 
yet in Canada only the beginnings. 

The Commission of Conservation has started a study of these 
fundamental problems. This investigation will have for its ob- 
jects the determination of the extent to which cut-over pulp wood 
lands are reproducing valuable species in potentially commercial 
quantities; the effect of fire on reproduction, and the rate of 
growth of the reproduction present, to determine how long after 
cutting one may reasonably expect another crop. 
these questions 


The answer to 
should go far in determining what additional 
measures are necessary to place the business of pulp wood pro- 
duction upon a thoroughly permanent basis. 

The work for this season will be under the direction of Dr. C. D. 
Howe, of the Faculty of Forestry of Toronto University. <A 
co-operative arrangement has been made, under which the first 
part of the study will be made upon the limits of the Laurentide 
Company, whose forester, Ellwood Wilson, will co-operate in the 
field investigations. It is expected that similar studies will be 
made in other sections of the pulp wood forests of Canada during 


succeeding years. The results will undoubtedly be of the greatest 


interest to all who are directly or indirectly concerned in the per- 
petuation of this great industry.

Question No. 2401—I enclose herewith samples of white 
paper taken from two separate deliveries; also samples of the 
same papers dipped together in a standard dye solution. You 
will notice that one paper, marked No. 2, takes a far deeper 
shade than No. 1. The mill states that from its records, etc., 
these papers are the same. No. 1 paper was made in October, 
1916, and No. 2 paper was made in February, 1917. We know 
that there is some difference, either chemical or mechanical, by 
the results that we get with the same dye bath. We would 
appreciate the consideration of this difficulty by your paper 
making expert, as to what would possibly cause two papers 
apparently alike to take the same dye bath and show a different 
depth of color. 

Answer No. 2401.—The difference in the amount of coloring 
taken up by the two samples of paper is due to the fact that the 
sheet marked No. 1 is not sized as hard as sheet marked No. 2. 
The difference in sizing may be readily seen by applying the 
simple test of scraping the surface of each sheet with a pen- 
knife. The fibres of the softer sized sheet are loosened much 
more easily than those of the harder sized paper. As you prob- 
ably know, the less size or glue a paper contains the more it 
will absorb liquids.

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AUTOMATIC MEANS FOR REGULATING PULP STOCK 


A new and useful improvement in automatic means for regu- 
lating pulp stock has just been patented by Thomas Warner, 
of Oregon City, Ore., which is described by the inventor as 
follows: 

This invention relates to improvements in pulp stock or stuff 
regulators whereby the consistency or density of the stock is 
kept uniform, and while I have described an apparatus which 
is adapted to insure an even flow of uniform stock to a paper 
machine so that a paper varying but slightly in weight and tex- 
ture may be produced, the utility of the device has a much wider 
scope and can be used to equalize or control the density of the 
pulp as it comes from the pulp mill or the sulfite mill, or from 
the mixing tanks where the tank system is in use. In the 
application of the various types of stuff regulators to a paper 
machine, the efforts of inventors have been mainly directed 
toward an automatic stuff gate control in the machine stuff box, 
regulating by means of an adjustable gate or slide the amount 
of stock that issues from the box. My device, however, relates 
more particularly to obtaining a uniform stock before it reaches 
the machine stuff box, rather than an apparatus to control the 
flow of the stuff from the box to the machine—it does not at- 
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tempt to regulate the flow so much as the consistency of the 
stock itself. 

Referring to the drawings: 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of my equalizer showing the agi- 
tator tank 1 in section; 

Fig. 2 is also a side elevation at right angles to Fig. 1, and 
showing details of the driving mechanism; 

Fig. 3 is plan view and Fig. 4 shows in detail the mechanism 
operating the slide 30 in water control box 20; 

Fig. 5 is top view of sliding spool 12, showing split collar 13. 

In describing the operation of my apparatus I have assumed 
that it is to be used in controlling the consistency of the pulp 
stock delivered to a paper machine. I place the tank 1, Figs. 
1 and 2, between the stuff chest and the machine stuff box. 
Preferably it is situated in the machine room with its overflow 
at an elevation higher than the machine stuff box, so that the 
stock will flow by gravity from the equalizer tank to the stuff 
box. The stock is pumped from the stuff chest to the bottom 
of the equalizer tank through pipe 26 and water is admitted at 
the same time through pipe 24, the mingled mass of pulp and 
water striking a baffle plate 29 that prevents the stock from 
spurting up into the middle of the tank and tends to spread the 
flow of stock evenly on the bottom of the tank. As the pulp 
rises in the tank it éngages the agitator arms 4 and the paddle 
2. This paddle is hinged at 25 on the arm 34, which is attached 
to shaft 5. Its upper end is attached by cable 6 to bell crank 
7 mounted on arm 35, which, like arm 34, is firmly affixed to 
shaft 5. A spring 19 tends to push the upper end of paddle 2 
away from arm 34. The cable passes around a sheave 33 at 
outer end of arm 35. Rods and angle crank could of course be 
substituted for cable 6, but best results have been obtained

Export Permit May Be Necessary 


Exporters of every commodity in the country are being advised 
at this time by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
that in making future contracts it would be wise to state in the 
body of the contract that the sale is made subject to the seller’s 
ability to secure an export permit, if one should be required. 

This warning has been issued by the bureau in view of the fact 
that Congress doubtless will in the near future enact legislation 
under which the export of certain commodities to certain coun- 
tries may be controlled by the issuance of licenses. If this is done, 
officials of the bureau point out, that the exporter will save him- 
self much annoyance and possible claim for damages if this clause 
is inserted in the bill of sale. 

At the time of this writing the trading with the enemy act, 
which is referred to by the bureau officials, is still in the hands of 
the committee of the House. Hearings have been held. 


How International Paper Was Secured 


Apropos of the purchasing by the Government Printing Office 
of news print paper for the Official Bulletin from the Interna- 
tional Paper Company at $2.50, the following very interesting 
communication was sent to the Public Printer by Senator Duncan 
U. Fletcher, chairman of the Joint Committee on Printing, just 
before the purchases were commenced: 

“I am in receipt of your letter of May 10, 1917, stating the result 
of your effort to obtain open market quotations on news print 
paper for the printing of the Official Bulletin issued under the 
direction of the President, and requesting to be relieved of the 
instructions contained in my letter of May 4 fixing a maximum 
price of 2% cents per pound for news print paper, f. o. b. mill, 
car lots, as determined upon by the Federal Trade Commission as 
a fair and reasonable price for such paper.” 

Yesterday I sent the following telegram to P. T. Dodge, presi- 
dent of the International Paper Company, 30 Broad street, New 
York City: 

“Public Printer advises Joint Committee on Printing that your 
company has failed to respond to his request of May 5 for quota- 
tion on news print based on findings of Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. This paper is urgently needed for daily publication of 
official war bulletin issued under the direction of the President 
as Commander-in-Chief of Army and Navy. The committee de- 
sires to know attitude of your company before taking further 
steps to procure such paper as a military supply, and, in this con- 
nection, invites your attention to Section 120 of the National 
Defense Act. Will your company furnish news print paper as 
Government may need for this publication, which Public Printer 
estimates will require from one to three cars per week, at a fair 
and reasonable price as fixed upon by Federal Trade Commission? 
An immediate answer is requested.” 

The following telegram, under date of May 11, was received this 
morning from Mr. Dodge: 

“Your telegram received. The Trade Commission arbitration 
not applicable to case of Government Printer. Nevertheless in 
view of military situation we will manage to secure and will 
gladiy supply Public Printer with emergency news print paper in 
quantity named in your telegram for the time being at 2% cents 
per pound. This is below market price and does not give us a 
fair profit, but we are anxious to aid the Government as far as 
possible. Much paper is now costing more to make. Our entire 
news print paper production is under contract and demands are 


exceeding our possible production. With difficulty we managed 
to secure and ship quickly one car of emergency paper ordered 
by Government Printer. We assume the Government will protect 
us from any liability to contract customers.” 

In response to the above telegram, I wired Mr. Dodge today as 
follows: 

“I desire to thank you for your generous and patriotic offer to 
furnish news print paper to the Public Printer at 2% cents per 
pound in accordance with my telegram of yesterday. I shall refer 
your message to the Public Printer for further communication 
with you in this regard. Of course, the Government cannot 
assume any liability on account of your contracts with other con- 
sumers, but it does not seem at all probable, in view of the im- 
mense capacity of your mills and the comparatively small quantity 
of news print required by the Government, that you will have 
difficulty to fulfill existing contracts and at the same time supply 
the needs of the Government in the present emergency.” 

In accordance with these telegrams you are hereby authorizd 
to purchase of the International Paper Company such quantities 
of news print paper as may be needed for the printing of the 
Official Bulletin issued under the direction of the President, at a 
price of not to exceed 2% cents per pound f. o, b. mill, car lots. 
As stated in my telegram to Mr. Dodge, the Government cannot 
undertake to assume any liability on account of the other con- 
tracts which that company may have, but I do not believe Mr. 
Dodge will insist on this point in view of the fact that the Inter- 
national Mills have a daily capacity of 1,500 tons, compared with 
which your probable maximum requirement of 10 tons a day is 
quite insignificant.

GarDNER, Mass., June 11, 1917.—Starting off last falf with as 
much zip and support as had ever been given any similar enter- 
prise, in addition to being endorsed by the Gardner Business Men’s 
Association, the Gardner Paper Company, capitalized for $200,000. 
and boomed as Gardner's first paper industry, has definitely sus- 
pended operations and plans of the company will be carried no 
further. 

3uilding materials and machinery have been on the mill site 
for several months and when it was finally decided not to build 
the paper mill the materials and machinery were sold, being dis- 
posed of in lots to several purchasers.

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Italy to Economize in the Use of Paper. 

In an effort to conserve the supply of paper and paper stock in 
the kingdom the Italian government has, by a recent decree, re- 
stricted its use and manufacture, says Consul General David F. 
Wilber, of Genoa. The decree prohibits the manufacture of cer- 
tain kinds of paper and provides that up to 1,000 tons per month 
of the waste paper collected in public offices shall be placed at the 
government's disposal to be transformed exclusively into news 
paper. The printing or posting of bills exceeding a stipulated 
size is forbidden, as is also the distribution of handbills in the 
public ways. After May 1 the size of newspapers is limited, with 
“special editions” prohibited and “extras” confined to two. pages;

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New York Market Review 


Office of the Paper TrapE JouRNAL, 
Wepnespay, June 13, 1917. 
The past week has 
seen no renewed activity in any department of the trade, but, on 
the other hand, if the exact truth were to be told the market has 
sunk somewhat deeper into the sluggishness and inactivity which 


The market continues in a state of apathy. 


have for some time past been the chief characteristics of the local 
paper situation. Old timers and experts who are well qualified 
to judge conditions are of the opinion that the market has some 
time to go before present conditions change for the better. 

The paper market at present is like a person who has eaten too 
much and abhors even the sight of food. The food that has been 
eaten must be digested before the appetite for further eating can 
So it has been with the paper market. Last fall 
jobbers and consumers bought everything they could lay their 
hands on in the form of paper. As a result the trade had a time 
of unprecedented activity. Then as a further consequence the 
market became overglutted and the lull that has prevailed for some 
time past ensued. The market is on the last lap of digesting the 
enormous stocks it took up and in the fall it is expected that the 
appetite will become entirely normal once more and renewed buy- 
ing and producing result. Usually, adverse conditions bring with 
them their own remedy and it is believed that this will be true in 
this situation also. 

An important announcement which is fully given elsewhere in 
the columns of the Paper TRADE JOURNAL is made by the Union 
Bag and Paper Corporation reducing the prices of the paper bags 
it sells. The reason given is that the prices of bags have declined 
in sympathy with paper. The price list is expected to be only a 
temporary one. 

Prices on an average continue high, although slumps have oc- 
curred here and there. Indeed, with prospects of none too light 
taxation hovering in the immediate future there seems to be little 
chance of price breaking. Paper continues to be plentiful with 
buying very conservative.

Paper 

Bonds and ledgers are quiet and have shown no change in price 
quotations over last week. There are rumors of big jobbing 
orders being placed that have caused firmness. The reported de- 
crease in fine writings does not seem to have affected local dealers 
very severely and they are highly optimistic as to the future out- 
look. 

News print for the month of June and in fact throughout all 
the next few months is expected to be in great demand. For the 
past week certainly there has not been the slightest vestige of evi- 
dence warranting a belief that a decrease in the demand for news 
print was in sight. Most of the news print mills are working at 
capacity. Contract rolls are quoted at 3@4c. per pound. Transients 
bring 4 to 4%, this is a one-half cent reduction over last week. 
Side runs are also quoted at 4@4™%c. All of the above quotations 
are f. o. b. pulp mill. Sheets f. o. b. New York are held at 
4V.@Shc. 

The book market is nominal, as it is all sold up for the rest of 
the year. However, during the past week some sales of small 
quantities have been made that brought comparatively high prices. 

The tissue market is weak. Manilas in particular are off. The 
demand has been somewhat curtailed and the market is much 
weakened. For white No. 1 the price ranges from 1 to 1 1-5c., 
while white No. 2 is quoted at 1.15@1.25c. 

Kraft is in pretty fair demand. For No. 1 domestic the prices 
is 84%4@834c. For No. 2 domestic the commonest figures are 8@ 
8%. Imported kraft is quoted at nominal, for there is practically 
no kraft coming over. Manilas are not in as strong position as 
they might be. No. 1 Jute is quoted at 9% and higher, with No. 2 
Jute at 9c. 
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The board market also is not in as favorable a condition as 
might be desired. Price concessions are again being resorted to 
in order to move stocks. News boards are quoted at $57 with 
straw and chip at $55. In binders board no change either in 
demand or prices is recorded. The mills are reported to be sold 
ahead for the next three months. From these indications the prices 
quoted for binder board will be maintained for this period of time. 
For binder board prices of $65@72 are noted. 
wood pulp or tag board is reported. 


Mechanical Pulp 
The wood pulp situation has not changed during the past weck. 
The commonest quotation for mechanical pulp is now about $43 
per ton, f. o. b pulp mill. The price ranges from $42.50 to $47 
with every indication that prices will go higher. 
Chemical Pulp 


A firm tendency is displayed in this market. 


No change for 


The foreign pro- 
ducers are holding out for higher prices because of advancing costs 
of production. The U-boat situation has pretty well shut off the 
shipments of foreign sulphite. High freight rates and high in- 
surance war risk rates have combined to make the market |irm. 
On the domestic side of the market things are dull and there are 
no changes in price. The paper making establishments are not 
buying chemical pulp in great volume as the demand ‘or paper 
itself has fallen off. 

Domestic bleached sulphite is quoted at 7@7%, with unbleached 
at 4%4@5. Foreign bleached sulphite is nominal. 


Rags 

There has been some improvement in the rag market. An in- 
creased demand has ben noted’ and the supply of rags in the hands 
of dealers is not thought to be very large. The mills are ex- 
pected to feel the pinch of buying shortly and this is looked for- 
ward to as indicating a return to renewed activity. The range of 
prices has varied but little over that quoted last week. New 
white shirt cuttings No. 1 grade are noted at 8%4@9%. Whites 
No. 1 are moving at 434@5%. 

An important consideration in dealing with the rag market is 
the matter of foreign importations, From the published lists of 
imports it will be readily seen that but a low percentage of rags is 
coming over at present as compared with past importations. This 
can mean only that the existing supply of rags held by dealers 
must soon be absorbed and prices will improve. 


Bagging 

The market in bagging has been fairly active. Mills continue 
to buy in greater quantities than has been the case for many 
months past. A slight price advance has been noted. Dealers are 
very optimistic and continue to look forward confidently to better 
business. New burlap is in pretty active demand and is quoted at 
4@4Y,. 

Paper Stock 

The low price range that has been prevalent for some time past 
still characterizes this market. Dealers are using low prices to 
have their stocks and from this viewpoint there is a business being 
done that approaches briskness. The consensus of opinion as 
given last week still holds that better market conditions are im- 
minent. The lowest prices of months have recently obtained, but 
from all indications these give promise of improving. The cheaper 


grades of paper containing ground wood have had the best de- 
mand. 


Pulp Wood from Newfoundland 
St. Jouns, N. F., June 12, 1917—The Newfoundland lezgisla- 
ture, now in session, is expected to enact a law permitting export 
to the United States of a considerable quantity of pulp wood. It 
was intended for shipment to England and France, but because of 
the shortage of ships its transfer to those countries has become 
impossible.

ALUM.—The advancing price tendency in potash lump alum 
has strengthened owing to a decrease in spot supplied. Continued 
firmness characterizes the selling of all the other varieties, price 
quotations on these, however, remaining the same. Chrome alum 
is quoted at 19@2lc. per pound. The commonest figure is 20c. per 
pound. Ammonia alum has had a fair demand and is quoted at 
4¥.@5i%c. per pound. Potash lump alum is quoted at 7@7'%c. 
per pound. 

BLANC FIXE.—Firm sales continue to characterize this mar- 
ket. An easy demand is reported with plenty of stocks on hand. 
Quotations are: Pure blanc fixe, $71@81 per ton; dry, $100@112. 
The pure dry product is still quoted at $40@50 per ton. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Hardly any change has been noted 
in this market since last reported. The warm weather that is 
coming on had its influence over second holders to dispose of their 
stocks before real warm weather reached us. Large drums on 
spot are quoted at 24%4,@2%c. per pound. Small drums are held 
at 3¥%4c. per pound. 

BRIMSTONE.—This market still continues in a tight situation. 
Transportation difficulties and the wiping out of spot stocks by 
the Government’s plan to absorb all surplus stocks have made the 
market merely nominal. Louisiana quotations are $35 per ton, 
f. o. b. mine. 

CASEIN.—There has been little material change in this market 
during the interval. Untoward conditions that have hampered the 
market for many months past still continue. Price stimulation is 
being noticed by many dealers. For the past week quotations 
range from 23@28c. for spot. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The prices for spot have remained steady. 
For 76 per cent. quotations have been 644,@64c. per pound. Deal- 
ers report little difficulty in disposing of stock as the market can 
absorb much more than the quantity of stock on hand at the pres- 
ent time. For July and August and September and into 1918 
prices run 3@3c. per pound for the 60 per cent. basis. 

CHINA CLAY.—Domestic china clay is quoted at $12@15 per 
ton with a strong market reported. It is interesting to note the 
success with which the domestic product is being used. Due to 
the lack of imported clay the demand for domestic has been greatly 
stimulated. Even when the foreign competition shall again take 
place, it is believed that the domestic product will retain its hold 
upon the market. The quotations for foreign clays are entirely 
nominal and are based on future delivery far into 1918. 

ROSIN.—The market has continued downward for the entire 
week. The belated crop has commenced to reach the market in 
full measure and competitive buying is much weaker than for 
some time past. Grades E, F and G are quoted at 6@6Mc. per 
pound. 

SODA ASH.—The resale of stocks which took place has pre- 
vented any advance in spot prices. Second holders have offered 
the light 58 per cent. test in bags at 234@3c. per pound. In bar- 
rels a quotation of 34%@3%c. held during the interval. There has 
been much reselling and actual business has not been very heavy. 

STARCH.—For carload lots, freight prepaid to New York 
city, the following quotations are made per 100 pounds: Globe 
Pearl starch, in bag, $5.05; in bbls., $5.14. Buffalo corn starch, 
in bag, $5.28; in bbls., $5.37. Globe powdered starch, in bag, 
$5.25; in bbls., $5.34. Eagle finishing starch, in bag, $5.45. Crys- 
tal T. B. starch; No. 90, fluidity (hand packed), in bag, $5.75; 
in bbls., $5.88. Crystal T. B. starch, No. 90 fluidity (machine 
packed), in bag, $5.70; in bbls., $5.79.
